Organization 

This  Society  was  founded  in  1905  by  Dr.  Prince  A.  Mor- 
row, as  the  American  Society  of  Sanitary  ^d  Moral  Pro- 
phylaxis and  was  the  first  organization  of  its  kind  in  the 

United  States. 

Dr.  Morrow,  after  a  careful  study  of  the  venereal  disease 
problem  in  Europe,  returned  to  this  country  and  with  the 
help  of  a  small  group  of  men — ^principally  physicians — 
he  founded  this  Sc^ety,  which  for  a  period  of  10  years  was  a 
national  (w^anization.  Various  groups  of  community 
leaders  were  assembled  and  addressed  by  Dr.  Morrow  and 
other  physicians  and  educators.  Representative  pamphlets 
bearing  upon  the  nature,  course,  and  prevention  of  venereal 
infections  and  putting  forth  the  essential  facts  of  sex  educa- 
tion were  printed,  a  quarterly  magazine  was  pubHshed, 
and  a  nation-wide  correspondence  bureau  soon  developed. 

During  this  period  the  Society  gave  over  1,000  lectures 
and  distributed  more  than  300,000  pamphlets  and  journals. 

Purpose 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  protect  the  community 
against  the  spread  of  the  venereal  diseases.  It  proposes 
to  study  every  means,  sanitary,  educational,  moral  and 
legislative  which  promises  to  be  most  effective  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  thereby  minimize  the  moral  and  physical  evils 
resulting  from  ignorance  and  vice. 

Reorganization 

The  American  Social  Hygiene  Association  was  fcMined 
in  1913  and  it  became  evident  that  the  national  work  of 

the  pioneer  Society  should  be  transferred  to  the  national 
body.  This  presented  a  favorable  opportunity  for  the 
establishment  of  a  State  Society  to  concentrate  on  local 
problems  and  organize  social  hygiene  activities  not  only 
in  New  York  City  but  in  the  smaller  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  State.  Accordingly  the  Society  was  re- 
oi^nized  for  that  purpose  in  April  1916,  and  in  July  of  the 
same  year  its  name  was  changed  to  the  New  York  Social 
Hygiene  Society. 
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The  officers  of  the  Society  consist  of  a  President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  a  Board  of  21 

Directors.  To  the  Executive  Committee,  elected  annually 
from  the  Board  of  Directors,  is  entrusted  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  work  of  the  Society.

HEALTH  SURVEYS

HOSPITAL  SOCIAL  SERVICE  WORK 

The  Societ\',  in  cooperation  with  the  New  York  Hospital, 
placed  a  full-time  social  service  worker  in  the  venereal 
dinic  of  that  institution,  paying  one-half  of  her  salary.  As  a 
result,  the  clinic  has  been  more  thoroughly  organized,  the 
patients  being  interviewed  by  the  social  service  worker,  and 
visited  in  their  homes,  thus  establishing  a  contact  with 
other  members  of  the  family.  Notices  are  sent  to  those 
who  fail  to  return  for  treatment,  and  in  this  way  patients 
are  kept  under  constant  supervision  while  they  remain 
in  that  district. 

^     UBGISLATION  AGAINST  ADVERTISING  '^SPECIALISTS^ 

I  The  Society  prepared  and  had  presented  in  the  State 
Legislature  during  the  past  winter,  a  Bill  prohibiting  the 
circulation   of  any  advertisement  concerning  venereal 

diseases  or  other  sexual  ailment,  except  by  a  Department  of 
Health,  either  lo^^l  or  State,  or  a  regularly  licensed  dis- 
pensary or  hospital.  This  Bill  has  now  become  a  law  and 
will  become  operative  on  and  after  September  .1,  1917. 

-§  1142-a.  Advertisements  relating  to  certain  diseases  prohibited. 
Whoever  publishes,  delivers  or  distributes  or  causes  to  be  published, 
delivered  or  distributed  in  anjr  manner  whatsoever  an  advertise- 
ment concerning  a  ^enereal  disease,  lost  manhood,  lost  vitality, 
impotency,  sexual  jSj^eakness,  seminal  emissions,  varicocele,  self- 
abuse  or  excessive  vsexual  indulgence  and  calling  attention  to  a 
medicine,  article  or  'preparation  that  may  be  used  therefor  or  to  a 
person  or  persons  from  whom  or  an  office  or  place  at  which  informa- 
tion, treatment  or  advice  relating  to  such  disease,  infirmity,  habit  or 
condition  may  be  obtained,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  six  montJis,.or  by  -a  -fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hjuidred  dollars,  or  "by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. THis  section,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  didactic 
or  scientific  treatises  which  do  not  advertise  or  call  attention  to 
any  person  or  persons  from  whom  or  any  office  or  place  at  which, 
information,  treatment  or  advice  may  be  obtained,  nor  shall  it 
apply  to  advertisements  or  notices  issued  by  an  incorporated  hos- 
pital or  a  licensed  dispensary  or  by  a  munici])al  board  or  depart- 
ment of  health  or  by  the  department  of  health  of  the  state  of  New 
York.

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There  were  48  separate  courses,  of  two  or  more  lectures, 
given  during  the  year  and  only  63  single  lectures.  The 
aim  of  the  Society  is  to  encourage  a  series  of  lectures  in- 
stead of  single  talks.  This. enables  the  speaker  to  arrange 
his  subject  matter  more  effectively  and  affords  an  oppor- 
tunity for  personal  conferences  with  the  lecturer. 

As  a  preliminary  to  this  lecture  work,  a  general  lecture 
circular  was  prepared,  1,000  copies  of  which,  together  with 
the  outlines  of  some  of  the  lecture  courses,  were  sent  to

pastors,  school  principals,  settlement  leaders  and  social 
welfare  workers.  The  most  encouraging  features  of  this 
work  have  been  the  almost  immediate  response  to  the  let- 
ters and  the  number  of  requests  for  further  work  after  one 
course  of  lectures  had  been  given. 

Never  before  have  so  many  requests  for  lectures  been 
received,  which  shows  that  the  efforts  of  the  Society  have 
at  last  influenced  public  opinion  on  this  subject,  and  have 
succeeded  in  educating  the  public  to  the  necessity  of 
sex  education,

Social  Hygiene  and  the  War 

Each  day  we  are  coming  to  sense  more  keenly  the  prob- 
lems we  face  in  entering  the  war  and  the  necessity  of  re- 
ducing venereal  diseases  in  the  army.  Their  frightful  toll 
in  The  Great  War  has  been  appalling.  Dr.  M.  J.  Exner 
recently  stated  that,  '*For  more  than  the  first  year  of  the 
war  one  of  the  great  powers  had  more  men  incapacitated  for 
service  by  venereal  disease  than  in  the  fighting  at  the 
front."  Our  country  needs  strong,  able-bodied  men  to  fight 
for  her  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  social  hygiene  societies  at  this 
time  to  do  their  utmost  to  assist  in  maintaining  the  efficiency 
of  oiu:  armies. 

ACTIVITIES  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  WAR 

The  Society  distributed  from  April  1st  to  September  1st, 
1917,  36,492  pamj^hlets  to  all  of  the  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  in  New  York  State,  to  the  Naval  MiUtia,  to  the 
Recruiting  Stations  in  New  York  City  and  to  the  civilian 
laborers  at  the  Yaphank  cantonment. 

The  Society  has  secured  the  active  cooperation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Exemption  Boards  of  New  York  State  in  order  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  men  exempted  in  the  present  draft, 
to  have  them  referred — if  found  to  be  infected  with  \^enereal 
disease — ^to  their  family  physician  or  to  approved  clinics. 

We  have  prepared  a  pamphlet  in  conjunction  with 
the  City  Department  of  Health  and  another  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  to  be  used  for  the  men  exempted 
in  the  selective  draft. 

The  Health  Exhibit  shown  at  the  U.  S.  Army  Camp  at 
Syracuse  early  in  August,  comprised  a  stereomotorgraph  and 
a  photographic  exhibit,  and  the  distribution  of  literature 
among  the  men.  On  the  same  date  a  similar  photographic 
exhibit  was  shown  at  the  Yaphank  cantonment,  reaching 
4,000  laborers. 

The  Society  is  prepared  with  lecturers,  Hterature  and 
educational  and  health  exhibits  for  work  in  the  army  camps 
and  the  zones  around  them.  The  wartime  program  of  the 
Society  has  been  approved  by  the  American  Social  Hygiene 
Association.

The  Society  distributed  from  April  1st  to  September  1st, 
1917,  30.492  pam])hlets  to  all  of  the  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  in  New  York  State,  to  the  Naval  Militia,  to  the 
Recruitin<^  Stations  in  New  York  City  and  to  the  civilian 
laborers  at  the  Yaphank  cantonment. 

The  Soeiet\*has  secured  the  acti\'e  coo])eration  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Exemotion  Boards  of  Xew  York  State  in  order  to 
j^et  in  touch  with  the  men  exem])ted  in  the  present  draft, 
to  have  them  referred — if  found  to  be  infected  with  \'enereal 
disease — to  their  family  physician  or  to  approved  clinics 

We  have  prepared  a  pamphlet  in  conjunction  with 
the  Cit\  Department  of  Health  and  another  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  to  be  used  for  the  men  exempted 
in  the  selective  draft. 

The  Health  Exhibit  shown  at  the  U.  S.  Army  Cam.])  at 
Syracuscearly  in  Au^L^ust,  comprised  a  stercomotorjj;raph  and 
a  photographic  exhil)it,  and  the  distribution  of  literature 
among  the  men.  On  the  same  date  a  similar  photographic 
exhibit  was  shown  at  the  Yaphank  cantonment,  reaching 
4,000  laborers. 

The  Society  is  prepared  with  lecturers,  literature  and 
educational  and  health  exhibits  for  work  in  the  army  camps 
and  the  zones  around  them.  The  wartime  i)rogram  of  the 
Societ}'  has  been  approved  by  the  American  Social  Hygiene 
Association.
